BUILD BRIDGE AT 


FIRM TO 
DUMBARTON, TELLS OF GREAT 
EARNING CAPACITY OF SPAN. 


TRIAL OF HALL AND TANKO, 
ACCUSED OF THE MURDER OF 
SAN BRUNO MARSHAL, IS SET 
FOR NEXT WEDNESDAY. 


One of the largest gatherings 
that has assembled at a Chamber of 
Commerce meeting for many months, 
met at Die city hall Tuesday evening 
to hear John L. Harrington, eminent 
bridge engineer, tell of the plans be¬ 
ing made for the construction of 
Dumbarton bridge across the lower 
arm af San Francisco bay. 

The reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting of the Chamber and the 
usual order of business was dis¬ 
pensed with on this occasion to allow 
of a more thorough discussion of the 
bridge matter. Dr. F. S. Dolley pre¬ 
sided over the meeting and intro¬ 
duced the speaker. 

Mr. Harrington, head of the firm of 
Harrington, Howard & Ash, one of i 
the country’s foremoot bridge engi¬ 
neering concerns, spoke clearly and 
forcefully of the great need of the 
bridge, saying that when the possi¬ 
bility of such a bridge was first 
brought to his attention and he In¬ 
spected the location, he was aston¬ 
ished that such a bridge had not been 
constructed before. He said that in 
his opinion San Francisco was truly 
fitted by its natural location and the 
possibilities of its harbor for world 
commerce to be the great metropolis 
of the west coast. 

Of the Dumbarton location Mr 
Harrington stated that four possible morning after 
ones had been considered before the | pleasant time, 
present site had been decided upon. 

"I consider the traffic possibilities 
for the Dumbarton bridge to be won¬ 
derful,” said Mr. Harrington. "I 
have had the pleasure of building 
many bridges operated as toll bridges, 
and not one of them but has proven 
a financial success. We plan that 
the tolls to be charged for the Dum¬ 
barton bridge Bhall be about 30 cents 
per car and 5 cents per passenger, 
but I be.ieve you will find that within 
a year or two it will be necessary to 
reduce that toll to keep within a toll 
bridge's legal earning limit.” 

The speaker then cited many toll 
bridges he had built, among them 
one at Portland, Ore., another at 
Jacksonville, Fla., a third at Kansas 
City, and others in different states 
and in Canada. Attractive booklets 
•howlng photographs of bridges built 
by Mr. Harrington’s firm were shown, 
among them the great Arroyo Secco 
riaduct at Pasadena, Calif.

The contract for the substructure 
of the great Hetch Hetchy aqueduct 
across the bay was let in San Fran¬ 
cisco last week and involves the ex- 
The contract 


penditure of $1,192,483. 
was let by the Board of Public Works, 
the successful bidders being the 
Healey-Tlbbits Company of San Fran¬ 
cisco. The huge cost Involved makes 
this one of the largest contracts let 
In this vicinity for many months. It 
is announced that work on the big 
structure will begin at once. 

The aqueduct will cross the bay 
near Redwood City and will be Wt 
of the Hetch Hetchy system, the 
water being conveyed through Pulgas 
tunnel under the San Moreno moun¬ 
tains into the 8prlng Valley lakes for 
storage. This tunnel, 8000 feet in 
length, is now nearing completion. 

The peninsula portion of the great 
municipal water system of San Fran¬ 
cisco Is to be leased to the Spring 
Valley Water Company, to be used by 
the Spring Valley until such time as 
the city Is ready to use it for the 
Hetch Hetchy water.

He said, however, he was 
ready to examine any proposals regard¬ 
ing reparations payments which Berlin 
might make directly to the reparations 
commission. The German government 
was deeply chagrined by this rebuff, 
since it had officially abandoned pas¬ 
sive resistance. 

When the authorization bill was 
called up In the reichstag Thursday 
the first and second paragraphs were 
voted by a large luajurity, but when 
the measure as a whole came up for u 
final vote the entire National party 
walked out. leaving the reichstag with¬ 
out a quorum. Adjournment was taken 
until Suturday. If Chancellor Strese- 
nmnn should fall to secure the neces- 
sury two-thirds vote for the bill he is 
authorized by President Ebert to dis¬ 
solve the relchstug. 

These vailed complications brought 
about a panic sn the Berlin bourse that 
carried the mark down to the ridicu¬ 
lous figure of 7,000,000.000 to the dol¬ 
lar. The shops doubled all their prices 
and the people rushed about trying to 
get rid of their pructleally worthless 
paper money. The Communist leaders 
were making the most of the situation 
and were hopeful that the prospeet of 
a winter of hunger and cold, together 
with the anger of the workers against 
the Industrial leaders, would enable 
them to set up a revolutionary govern¬ 
ment. Documents seized at communist 
headquarters ut Breslau revealed a 
[ plot to overthrow the Stresemann gov¬ 
ernment and an attempt to organize a 
communist state by force or arms. 
More than fifty persons were arrested. 
Indeed, the Red peril In Germany was 
greater than at uny time In the past. 
Thut Soviet Russia Is well informed of 
the conditions and ready to help the 
Communists Is Indicated by the con¬ 
centration of lurge bodies of soviet 
troops neur the western border of Rus¬ 
sia.

He had previously 
promised that If the bill were passed 
he would resign, hut the lower house 
went ahead with Its plan, resolving it¬ 
self Into an Inquisitorial body to In¬ 
vestigate the governor’s official con 
duct. The most serious of the 
charges against him are that he has 
exceeded his parole and pardon au 
thorlty, misused public moneys and 
usurped constitutional rights by deny¬ 
ing the right of recourse to habeas 
corpus under his decree of martial 
law. The Inquiry Is likely to last a 
long time, and then the senate will 
sit as a trial body if the bouse votes 
an Impeachment.

States and to enforce Its laws 
at the last state electlont, makes It compulsory upon all officers to enforce 
the prohibition amendment to the Constitution. ThuB It will be seen that the 
city trustees were merely doing their sworn duty in taking what steps were 
necessary to get evidence toward the enforcing of the law. And If the law 
will say to public officials: “You must do this,” then turn around and punish 
them for doing It lo the best of their ability, then surely there is something 
the matter with the law. 

Now, to take another subject touched upon In your circular, Cunningham, 
that of your being ousted from office as city recorder because of your leni¬ 
ency with law-breakers. You question the right of the city trustees to Inter¬ 
fere with you In your Imposing of ridiculously small fines on convicted boot¬ 
leggers. Again you’seem to forget something. Yours was merely an ap¬ 
pointive office, you held your Job only at the pleasure of those appontlng 
you, and when you did not fulfill your duty as they saw It they had every 
right to relieve you of that office as they have the same right over your 
successor. The three fines you Imposed for violation of the prohibition law 
were not, as you state, $50 In each case, but $50 in one case and $25 each in 
the two others. And If you read the newspapers you will learn that such 
fines are far below those imposed in other cities. Practically every Ibsub of 
every newspaper carries news Items to the effect that violators of that same 
law are being fined -from $250 to $500 In other cities of California. Similar 
caseB have been of frequent occurrence of late in this very county. The 
present city recorder has Imposed fines In such cases neither heavier nor 
lighter than those of other courts, but averaging Just about the same. 

To again refer to that humorous circular of yours: you practically defy 
the editor of The Enterprise to publish the Bum that has been collected in 
fines here as a result of your successor's tenure in office and largely the re¬ 
sult of evidence collected by the detectives hired by the trustees. Why, dear 
sir, we will do so with pleasure, and we hope It will prove duly Instructive. 
For your Information und that of our readers we will say the records at the 
city hull show that sum so collected to be In excess of $4000, $4180 to be 
exact. Does that look "sick and moribund,% to use your own expression, 
beside the $2748.85 paid the detective agency for its services? Notice we say 
paid that agency, for In spite of your childish Insinuations, Cunningham, the 
amount which the records show was paid that agency was paid to It In full. 
Nobody else except its operatives got a red penny of it. And of that $4180. 
Cunningham, you collected $ 100 , your successor $4080. 

^ ou refer pointedly to the coming city election, Frieud Cunningham, 
and state the editor of tills newspaper Is working to keep on the city board 
officials friendly to himself und The Enterprise, hut Indeed, kind and loqua¬ 
cious sir, you are mistaken or rather your statement Is entirely false. 
Whether trustees friendly to The Enterprise are elected is not at all the 
point at issue, but whether such men chosen will work for the best Interests 
of this city of ours. And allow The Enterprise to state that should the 
gamblers, booze-poddierB and other parasites and law-breakers, make the 
attempt It is rumored on the streets they intend to make, that Is, to place 
on the board three men of their own kind and friendly to their nefarious 
activities, they are going to have Ihe merriest fight of their young lives.

RAPID PROGRESS IN THE AIR 


Recent Strides Made In Aeronautics 
Have Been Almoet Bewildering 
In Extent and Variety, 


Plow Lays Cable. 

The plow liae been set to work lay¬ 
ing electrlc-llght cables. A cast-steel 
Implement for deep plowing was 
adapted for the purpose, and with a 
small force of workers the plow In¬ 
stalled 1,600 feet of single, lead-cov¬ 
ered cable In one day. 

It was fitted with a clamp to hold 
the end of the cable, and a gasoline 
engine, with a drum, was bitched to 
the drawbar. The cable was pulled 
along beneatb the surface of the 
ground by the plowshare, so that, as 
the plow proceeded the cable waa laid 
In the trench made. 

Th eompany making the experiment 
attained a still better record when the 
plow was pulled by a more powerful 
gasoline engine. Application of the 
device Is limited to use In city parks 
or In suburban Installations where 
cable has ta be strung across a large 
lawn. The outfit can be hauled any¬ 
where by /, small truck. 


Recent progress In aeronautics has 
been almost bewildering In Its extent 
and variety. The world's speed record 
now stands at nearly 245 miles per 
hour. Awe-Inspiring endurance records 
and a nonstop coast-to-coast flight are 
likewise to the credit of our army air 
service. 

Engines on full-power tests are now 
expected to run 250 hours continuous¬ 
ly. Gliders remain aloft for many hours 
with nothing but air currents and the 
skill of their pilots to sustain them. 
Helicopters have risen vertically, hov¬ 
ered over a given point, made complete 
circuits In horizontal flight. Airplanes 
have been attached to dirigibles while 
hoth types of aircraft were In rapid 
flight. Metal Is displacing wood la the 
construction of airplanes. Pilotless 
planes carry out complicated evolu¬ 
tions.—Scientific American.
